fought. 

It is possible that the Russian with- 
drawal will be completed by a removal 
across the Don delta, where a network 
of streams and marshes creates fresh 
difficulties for mechanised advance. In 
the eastward bend of the Don near 
Tsymlyanskaya Soviet tanks and in- 
fantry are meeting Marshal von Bock’s 
attempt to break through towards 
Stalingrad. His main objective at the 
moment seems to be the Stalingrad 
railway, which runs east of the river 
down to the Kuban town of Krasnodar, 
but Red Army reinforcements are 
meeting the thrust strongly with tank- 
bursters and tanks.

Everything the 
south ,produces flows into ‘Rostov, so 
that, with the capture of this region, 
a deep and vital wound has been cut 
into the enemy’s system.” 

The German High Command yester- 
day invited the foreign pressmen in 
Berlin to visit Rostov, though German 
sources say that street’ fighting is still 
going on in the city, a Reuter telegram 
from Stockholm states. The Swedish 
Nya Dagligt Allehanda states that the 
correspondents were to start for Rostov 
yesterday afternoon.—(Reuter.) 


STALINGRAD REPORTS 


According to German military circles 
no real attack against the Stalingrad- 
Rostov Railway has yet begun. The 
fighting between the Don and the 
Volga is not taking place ‘‘in the 
direction of Stalingrad, but higher up,” 
these sources state, describing bridge- 
heads of the Lower Don as of ‘‘local 
significance.” 

Vichy radio, however, said last night 
that German advance detachments had 
reached the railroad between Stalin- 
grad and Moscow. No sector was 
specified. 


RUSSIAN GAINS 


German lines on‘the central front 
west of Moscow have been breached by 
the Russians, Soviet radio announced 
last night.

40 RAIDERS OVER | DEFECTIVE BELFAST 


BRITAIN 
SEVEN SHOT DOWN 


EVEN of forty German bombers 
making scattered raids over Britain 

' on Thursday night were destroyed— 
a centage of between 17 and 18. 
This is the highest total of raiders 
shot down in a single night over 
Britain, except on a night in April, 
when eleven were destroyed, Press 
Association says. 

Most of the seven were destroyed 
over the sea, and five of them were 
victims of a squadron of Beaufighters. 

The Air Ministry reported yester- 
day that the number of casualties 
among civilians was small. It added 
that some damage was done. Some of 
the fire bombs used on one East Mid- 
lands town bore the date 1936. 

Th Prime Minister has sent a tele- 
gram of congratulation to the Royal 
Air Force Night Fighter Squadron, 
commanded by Wing Commander the 
Hon. Max Aitken, D.F.C., states the 
Air Ministry News Service. ‘The 
message reads: ‘‘ Renewed congratula- 
tions to your squadron and personally 
to o iste ‘ 
he Press Association states that 
an Axis aircraft dropped bombs at a 
place on the east coast of England 
yesterday afternoon. Four people, two 
of them soldiers, were Lined and 
several severely injured. 

Day and night air attacks on air- 
craft works at Bedford on Thursday 
are reported by the German News 
Agency. Waves of bomber aircraft 
are said to have taken part in the 
night attack. Extensive fires were 
observed by the crews, the Agency 
claims. The day raid is said to have 
been made by a single bomber. Other 
German aircraft attacked airfields near 
Northampton and on the east coast 


of England with heavy bombs, hitting 


installations and runways. 


RUHR RAIDED 
A British Air Ministry communiqué 


states: “ On Thursday night a strong 


force of bombers attacked objectives 
in the Ruhr and Rhineland. Aero- 
dromes in the Low Countries were 
also bombed. Railways and other 
targets. in occupied territory were 
attacked during the night by aircraft 
of Fighter Command on _ intruder 
patrol. ; 

“In these operations our bombers 
destroyed two enemy aircraft. Seven 
of our bombers are missing.” 

A British Air Ministry communiqué 
late last night stated:—‘‘ Spitfires 
have attacked German troops, gun- 
posts, goods trains and other objectives 
in France and Belgium yesterday. Two 
of our aircraft are missing. A third 
enemy aircraft was destroyed by our 
bombers during the raid on the Ruhr 
and Rhineland last night.” 


DUBLIN BRIGADE’S WORK 
_ FOUGHT 529 FIRES 


Costing £46,500—apart from a grant 
of £10,000 for extra temporary 
personnel under the A.R.P. scheme— 
the Dublin Fire Brigade service dealt 
with 529 fires, which caused £77,553 
worth of damage to property, and re- 
moved 4,604 injured or sick people to 
hospital by ambulance during the year 
1941-'42. 

Extra personnel have brought the 
first line fire defences of the city up 
by 90 per cent., but war conditions 
have held up the re-organisation 
scheme, and the report ge: Prema that, 
until the fire service buildings in the 
city are either renewed or re- 
conditioned, re-organisation of the ser- 
vice cannot. be fully effected. 

There were 11 serious fires, the must 
spectacular being that at Santry Court, 
where the damage was £15,000. Of 161 
false alarms, 103 were malicious. De- 
fective or unclean flues and defective 
hearths caused the greatest number of 
fires—116—and in 108 cases the fires 
were due to lights being thrown down. 
Electrical defects caused 25, flying 
sparks 21, motor engines 13, clothing 
near fire 12, etc. . 

In a special comment Major J. CU. 
Comerford, Chief Superintendent, says 
that owing to emigration, and possibly 
to apathy—although well over 1,000

DUBLIN PAINTERS BUSY 


More Dublin house-holders are re- 
Fa their homes this year. An 
rish Times reporter learned from the 
paint departments of two large Dublin 
firms that more paint has been sold 
this year than at any time during the 
past two years. ‘Ihe largest trade is 
in sales over the counter. 

The reason, it has been suggested, is 
that the Dublin people are vier up 
all available stocks of paint now, 
knowing that it will become scarce 
and expensive before many months. 

Experiments are being made to find 
suitable substitutes for turpentine, but 
as yet none are forthcoming. Most of 


the large paint shops are working with | 


whatever supplies of genuine American 
turpentine they have in stock, but 
there is little chance that any further 
supplies will be imported until after 
the war. In some cases white spirit 
and Portuguese turpentine are being 
used with comparative success instead 
of the genuine spirit. 

Unemployment in the painting trade 
has almost disappeared, and there is 
more work than the painters can cope 
with, 


LESS ALLOTMENT THIEVING 


Allotment thieves have not yet 
launched the major offensive which 
Guards in the city and county of 
Dublin have been long anticipating, 
and so far incidents have been less 
numerous than they were during the 
corresponding period last year. Whether 
this is because virtually everyone—in- 
cluding the thieves—now has a plot of 
his own or because those who have 
turned their own soil are guarding 
their land with unprecedented vigilance 
is hard to say. 

“ There must be twice as many plots 
now as there were last year, and be- 
cause of this we expected a big in- 
crease in the number of thefts,” a 
Guard told an ZJ/rish Times reporter 
yesterday.

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SHORT SUPPLIES 


AND HIGH PRICES 
SENATE SUGGESTIONS 


N assurance that there would 

be no discrimination in the in- 
flicting of penalties for offences 
affecting materials in short supply 
was given in the Senate yesterday 
by Mr. de Valera. The debate of Í 
the Emergency Powers (Continuance 
and Amendment) Bill, 1942, was 
continued, and the section pro- 
viding for minimum penalties was 
discussed at length. 

Senator Foran asked the Taoiseach 
for this assurance. He said that the 
Labour Party welcomed the minimum 
penalties, but they wanted to see that 
people with ‘‘ pull ” would not be able 
to have penalties reduced if others 
were obliged to suffer the full rigours 
of the law. He denied the suggestion 
that his party was making propaganda 
out of the sufferings of the working 
classes. 

Mr. de Valera said that an accumu- 
lation of cases of infringement of the 
Orders had led to the introduction of 
the section. There should be some 
kind of contact which would enable 
Justices to realise what were the 
Government’s problems, and in time of 
crisis it ought to be proper for a 
Minister to circularise the District Jus- 
tices, indicating the gravity of certain 
offénces. That would not take from 
the Justices’ independence. 

Professor W. Magennis said that if 
in an emergency a District Justice 
showed contempt of the efforts of the 
Government to protect the community, 
he could be arraigned before a judicial 
committee presided over by the Chief 
Justice. 

Mr. de Valera said that the Minister 
for Justice was the only court of 
appeal under the bill, and that 

inister would not allow himself to 
be influenced except by considerations 


of justice. 
the bill passed all its.stages. - 


.PIG FEEDING 


The direct relationship between the 
pig population and the supply of 
feeding-stuffs was shown in the Senate 
yesterday, when a motion by Senator 
J. Crosbie to have the operation of the 
Pigs and Bacon Commission suspended 
during the emergency was debated. 

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, answering the debate, said that 
though better prices would probably 
mean more pigs, it would bring about 
a worse position because of the neces- 
sity of feeding the extra pigs. This 
would have to be done on cereals which 
were needed for human beings. More 
pigs would mean less wheat, which 
would be a greater evil than the bacon 
shortage. There had been. an improve- 
ment in the number of sows serviced 
in March, April and May, and there 
seemed to be a turning of the tide, 
giving rise to a hope that the number 
of pigs would increase. He was more 
inclined to ask the Commission to re- 
consider the present gradings than the 

resent prices. The grading regulations 
End been made to ensure the produc- 
tion of pigs that could compete on 
the British market, and, although they 
seemed foolish now, it would be neces- 
sary to begin again producing uniform 
pigs after the war, and so it would 
not be advisable to drop the regula- 
tions altogether. 

Although reports about wheat were 
satisfactory, the Minister said that the 
reports about oats, barley and potatoes 
were not so good, and, if they got less 
of these crops, there was no possi- 
bility of increasing pig production.

AN EXPERIMENT 


Senator CROSBIE asked the Minister 
to try the experiment that had been 
suggested by the people in the pig | 
trade—fixing a minimum price for pigs 
and a maximum price for bacon. Pigs 
meant barley and barley meant pigs, 
so that after securing the wheat posi- 
tion the Minister should make barley 
a paying proposition for the farmer. 
The terms of the Bacon Commission 
were too limited to deal with the 
emergency. 

The Minister did not agree with 
Senator The MacGillycuddy of the 
Reeks that wheat offals were necessary 
to feed pigs economically. There was 
no hope of offals this year, he said. 
The Minister said that he would be 
willing to set up some credit system

CEMENT SUPPLIES 
SERIOUS SHORTAGE 


Cement supplies are so short that 
the use of cement for other than 
Government work or work which 
is absolutely essential cannot be 
authorised. 

This is the effect of a statement just 
issued by the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce. Work to be regarded 
as essential includes the construction 
and repair of factories engaged in the 
production of essential commodities or 
works which are vitally necessary for 
reasons of public welfare or safety. 

Under present conditions it will not 
be possible to make cement available 
for many classes of building and con- 
structional work ordinarily carried on. 
Applications should not for 
priority certificates for cement unless 
the intended work clearly comes within 
the categories mentioned.

ALEXANDRIA, Friday. — Reuter’s 
special correspondent in the Eastern 
Mediterranean says:—‘‘ British war- 
ships have hurled about 2,000 high 
explesive shells on Mersa Matruh, it 
was disclosed to-day. They have 
bombarded it six times, and its useful- 
ness as an advance Axis base has been 
greatly reduced. In addition to 
blasting the harbour installations and 
buildings, naval guns have blown u 
an ammunition ship outside and sun 
a petrol ship inside the harbour. They 
also smashed up numerous lighters and 
other small craft. It is believed that 
the enemy’s immediate supply of 
ammunition has been affected by this 
sustained pounding. 

‘‘The only opposition encountered, 
so far, by our warships has been 
shrapnel from A.A. guns which the 
defenders fired as low as possible over 
the ships. The twofold objective of 
these bombardments is the destruction 
of material and, as far as possible, 
stopping the enemy from using Mersa 
as a port and base for workshops, The 
accuracy of our gunnery was remark- 
able, according to reports of naval 
airmen who watched from above. And 
the double object must have been 
largely achieved.”’ 


TOBRUK BOMBED

“ Enemy supply dumps and motor 
transport vehicles in the battle area 
were subjected to heavy raids by 
medium bombers of the Royal Air 
Force and naval aircraft eg Poe 
night of July 22-23,” states the Royal 


Air Force Middle East News Service. 


‘“‘ Fires and explosions followed bomb- 
ing. In one instance three petrol 
bowsers were seen to go up in flames. 
Four other large petrol fires were also 
started. Bombers attacked enemy air- 
craft on a landing ground in the Daba 
area. Further west targets at Mersa 
Matruh and Tobruk were raided. 

‘* Throughout Thursday light bombers 
and fighter-bombers were active in the 
forward area. Our fighters intercepted 
an escorted force of Ju. 87s and shot 
down four of the bombers and one 
Me. 109. A German reconnaissance 
bomber intercepted behind our lines 
was also destroyed.

88 was shot 
down during the night of July 22-23, 
while yesterday our fighters accounted 
for a further Ju, 88 and one Re.
